RUSSIA HAS NEWS OF ALLIES’ DE- 
FEAT BY THE CHINESE. 


Army of Powers Driven from the Im- 
 perial Capital th a Loss of 1,800 
Men, According to the Story—Boxers 
im Fertified Position Bombarding 
Their Foes—Undated Dispatch from 
Minister Conger Reaches the State 
Department.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—[{Special.]— 
The latest official advices to the United 
States government on the Chinese situation 
were received this afternoon in a dispatch

Washington: No important movements 
since last dispatch. Military is trying to re- 
store order. No representative of the 
Chinese government encountered yet. Sev 
eral Ministers of the Tsung-li-Yamen re- 
ported in the city, and are expected to ap- 
pear soon. Generals decide not to enter into 
imperial palace, believing it practically va- 
cant. Two thousand Germans arrived to- 
day.

Minister Conger’ s dispatch is believed to 
be of recent origin, probably not more than 
four or five days old. At that time no -epre- 
sentative of the Chinese government had 
made his appearance, and, while the situa- 
tion was pacific, there are no apparent in- 
dications of a speedy solution of the Chinese 
problem, as the Emperor or some repre- 
sentative of the Chinese government must 
appear before negotiations can begin.

May Not Send More Troops. 

Secretary Root said today that no more 
American troops would be sent to China, as 
the government has no advices indicating 
that the presence of more forces are neces- 
sary. Although unofficial reports have been 
received that the Chinese¢ are moving upon 
Pekin, and that the allies are in a critical 
position, they do not create any alarm here, 
and as an evidence that the administration 
has no apprehension on account of these 
reports no more troops will be sent to China. 

While reports from China, which do not 
‘seem to be well founded, indicate that Rus- 
sia, Germany, and Japan are determined to 
make war upon China, Secretary Root to- 
day said he did not believe the powers named 
were at war, although he had no official in- 
formation upon the subject. 


Still Awaiting His Answer. 

The United States is waiting still for a 
reply from Li Hung Chang to the memoran- 
dum sent by the President in reply to Ear! 
Li's proposition that hostilities be suspended 
and that a representative of this govern- 
ment be appointed-to conduct peace nego- 
titations. It will be, recalled that the Pres!- 
dent denied the appeal of the wily China- 
man until the conditions laid down in the 
President’s letter to the Emperor had been 
complied with. The administration is still 
waiting for a reply, and it can do nothing 
until an answer is received. In the mean- 
time, however, the American forces will re- 
main at Pekin until the Chinese trouble is 
settied permanently. | 


. Worry Over Amoy Situation. 

There is some little apprehension about 
the condition of affairs at Amoy. The Con- 
sul at that place is greatly alarmed at the 
rioting, at the incendiary fires, and at the 
landing of a considerable force of Japanese 
sailors and marines. This government has 
not protested against the landing of Jap- 
anese at Amoy, as it has always taken the 
position that a nation has a perfect right to 
land troops wherever the lives of its citizens 
are in jeopardy. i 
. The United States itself will pursue exact- 
ly the same course as has been adopted by 
the Japanese. The gunboat Castine, Com- 
mander-Bowman commanding, has been or- 
dered to Amoy for the purpose of_protecting 
American interests. Commander Bowman 
will examine and make a report of conditions 
there, but the State department officials do 
not believe the situation is critical.

Miss Elvia Clifford Run Over 


at the Wilson Avenue 
Crossing in Sher-

SECOND WITHIN A WEEK. 


News Comes to Mayor While a 
- Delegation Is Pleading for 
- the Protection of Hu- 
man Life, 


ORDERS POLICE ON GUARD. 


At the moment when a delegation from 
Rogers Park, headed by the Rev. Father 
Callahan of St. Jerome’s Church, were urg- 
ing Mayor Harrison yesterday to en- 
force am ordinance for needed pro- 
tection at. the grade crossings of 
the St. Paul road, news came to the’ Ex- 
ecutive’s office that Miss Elvia Clifford, 1043 
Byron avenue, had been killed in the morn- 
ing at the Wilson avenue crossing of the 
same railway. 

* Coming only a few days after the like death 
of Miss Hattie Nolan, the Mayor was moved 
to take immediate action in the case. He 
lost no time in following up his letter of Sat- 
urday to the railroad officials with the fol- 
lowing order to Chief of Police Kipley: 

Please station an officer at every crossing of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul's right of way 
from Sheridan Park to the city limits at the ex- 
pense of the company, and see that the order is put 
into immediate effect. 

CARTER H. HARRISON, Mayor. 

Miss Clifford was killed at 11:45 a. m. 
While it has been suggested that the victim 
may have committed suicide by throwing 
herself before the train, witnesses declare 
that she did not see nor hear the locomotive, 
and that she walked on the tracks with bial 
parent unconcern. 


‘View of Tracks Obscured. | 

Wilson avenue is the términus of the 
Northwestern Elevated railroad and its 
tracks parallel and lie close to those of the 
Evanston division of the St. Paul line. The 
foundation of the elevated structure is built 
close to the bed of the surface road and a 
person approaching from the east finds the 
view of the St. Papl road out-of both 
directions. 

Misa Clifford had yeached the middle of 
the tracks before the engineer saw her. He 
whistied a warning, but it came too late.

cab as soon as the engine was stopped. He | 
‘was the first to reach the young woman. 


She was still alive andconscious. She cried 
out that her sufferings were unendurable. 
She begged the fireman to kill her that she 
might be out of her agony. A moment later 
she lapsed into unconsciousness and died 
almost immediately after. — 

The remains were taken to Best’s under- 
taking rooms, 1412 Wrightwood avenue, 
where they were identified by the father, 
G. J. Clifford. 

**My daughter had been ill with fever for 
the last two weeks,’ said Mr. Clifford last 
evening. ‘“‘I am inclined to believe that it 
temporarily affected her mind and she wan- 
dered away.” 


The theory that Miss Clifford committed 


suicide has been advanced, but this idea is 
scouted by the father, who says that his 
daughter has always been happy and would 
not be apt to do a thing of that kind. 


Official Promises Protection. 

At a meeting at Sheridan Park last even- 
ing Superintendent Lawson of the Milwau- 
kee division of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern railroad reported that in response to the 
petition of the association the company had 
decided to have the crossings protected at 
night as well as in the daytime. During the 
conference at the Mayor's office the Rogers 
Park delegation was told that the Execu- 
tive had received a letter from the railroad 
officials stating that guards had been 
placed at the crossings. The committee was 
not satisfied with the reply and thought it 
evasive. Mayor Harrison was asked to 
write a sedond letter to the comp&ny and 
ascertain what crossings were guarded. 

The Rogers Park people claimed that the 
company had only placed two guards and 
had left thirteen crossings unguarded. 
Mayor Harrison did as requested afid sent a 
special messenger with the lettef to the 
company. Several hours later word came 
back that the company would answer the 
letter later. 
and put the Mayor in a bad humor, The 
reply was considered a defiant answer, and 
the order was issued at once by the Mayor 
to police every crossing at the expense of 
the railway company. 

The police are at work gathering data of 
the number of persons who have been killed 
by the company’s trains during the last 
year. It is said that the matter will be 
placed in the hands of the Law department 
for investigation and that Corporation Coun- 
sel Walker will make a personal trip of in- 
spection to the unguarded crossings.

Hazelton, Pa., Aug. 27.—[Special.]—At to-

The Rev. Mr. Whitney arrived in the morn- 
ing to attend the encampment. He was 
knocked down and trampled upon at North 
and Milwaukee avenues in the afternoon and 
sustained a concussion of the brain. Several 
bones in his left leg were broken also. He 
died two hours later at St. Elizabeth’s Hos- 
pital without regaining consciousness. The 
accident occurred shortly after 3 o'clock and 
was witnessed by several hundred persons. 
Mr. Whitney saw the animal dashing to- 
wards him. He made a frantic attempt to 
reach a place of safety, but the ground being 
wet he slipped and fell. The animal's shoes 
struck him in the head and the front whéels 
of the wagon passed over his chest.. He was 
carried into a nearby drug store. A physi- 
clan was summoned, but after examining the 
injured man he advised the police to remove 
him to a hospital, which was done. 

The runaway horse belongs to Morris 
Scher of 1301 Milwaukee avenue. Theanimal 
was standing in front of a grocery at 658 
Milwaukee avenue, when it became fright- 
ened at a passing electric car. Scher, who 
was in the store at the time, saw the animal 
running away and tried in vain to catch it. 
Scher was arrested and will be held at the 
police station until after the Coroner’s in- 
quest. The police say that they have warned 
the prisoner on several occasions to tie the 
horse, but he has failed to do so.

National Association of Naval Veterans 
March Before Commander-in-Chiet 
—Demonstration Brilliant, bat Sig- 
nificant in Its Brevi ‘wo Genera- 
tioms of Sea Fighters -. Triumphal 
Arch Is Dedicated with Appropriate 
Ceremonies. | 


Sailors who fought in the navy thirty- 
eight years ago.and men who served as 
hostages in confederate prisons shared the 
glory of civil war victories yesterday morn- 
ing in a parade and review that was brilliant 
in its effects but significant fh its brevity. 
Of the 1,000 men in the pageant of the Na- 


tional Association of Naval Veterans and | 


the National Association of Union Ex-Pris- 
oners of War, but half were-of the days of

Soldier veterans of the field stood on the 
sidewalks and bowed as the parade passed 
by. Members of the ships’ crews of the 
National Guard escorted, saluted, and 
cheered their seniors. It was as if a new 
generation of soldiers was accepting from 
the old a last lesson of love for country. 
The two generations of sea fighters who 
appeared in the parade were much com- 
mented upon. There were the veterans of 
the civil war, the boys who fought with 
Dewey, Sampson, and Schiey, and the naval 
militia, who were ready to go at their coun- 
try’s call. 

“A united country’ was the comment of 
Mayor Harrison as they passed. 

A notable feature of the parade was that 
almost all the marchers were dressed in 
full sailor uniforms. Besides the sailors 


leand the Association of Union Ex-Prisoners

So thinned had the marchers’ ranks be- 
come that it took them less than fifteen 
minutes to pass a given point.

Dedicate the Naval Arch. 
‘Just before the start of the parade the 


naval arch, forming the south end of the 


Court of Honor, was dedicated to com- 
memorate the sailors’ and marines’ heroism. 
Standing in the shade of the arch in Mich- 
igan avenue, near Harmon court, General 
D. Shaw, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Grand Army, @eclared the naval veter- 
ans were as great in deeds if not in numbers 
as the army veterans. Then, addressing the 
public, he said: | 
“Chicago should transform this plas- 


ter arch into marble, and let it stand a per- 
petual monument to the grea of that 
navy whose members soon lh have

In New York a 
project for a marble arch arose from just 
such a plaster tribute ae this. We are 
going to marbleize the Dewey arch. Chi- 
cago can do as noble a deed by preserving 
this one forever.” 


Arch Should Be Perpetuated. — 

Dr. E. P. Murdock followed General Shaw 
and echoed his sentiments in the following 
words: 

“The part that our navy played in the war 
of the rebellion cannot be overestimated, and 
it is fitting that this arch be dedicated to the 
glorious deeds of the sailor fighters. I only 
wish that this arch might be remodeled in 
everlasting marble as a lasting tribute to the 
country’s appreciation of these men.”’ 

Commodore George L. Seavey accepted 
the arch fn behalf of the veterans, Bishop 
Samuel Fallows offered the dedicatory pray- 
er, and the parade followed. bo 

‘Viewed from the grand stand in the Court 
of Honor the parade was a picture of seared 
troops framed in a colonnade of white pylons 
and quickened in step by the music of brass 
bands. From the ragged flag of the Mon- 
itor carried in the fore to the last cannon 

in the rear the three divisions were 
replete with symbols of victories won. 


Parade Starts Behind Time. 


Throughout the review Mayor Harrison 
and Commander Shaw stood with bared 
heads in the front box of the reviewing 


"stand. Seated behind them were the Duke

CZAR IS AFTER CHICAGO BEEF. 


Wants Armour & Co. to Ship 8,000 Cat- 
tle to China—A Problem 
Involved. 3 


The Russian government, acdording to 
dispatches received by Armour & Co. at 
their Chicago and New York offices during 
the last ten days, is desirous of landing.an 
immense quantity of beef—6,000,000 pounds 
—at Port Arthur in the shortest time pos- 
sible. In view of conditions stated by the 
Russian government and reply conditions 
forwarded by Armour & Co., it is believed 
that the Russian government is not de- 
sirous of having the British government 
know of the matter, and this fact is believed 
to have great significance, in view of events 


at Pekin during the last fortnight. 


The last inquiry made by the Russian gov- 
ernment was by cable to Armour & Co. on 
Saturday last for 6,000,000 pounds of beef on 
the hoof. Reply was made that the cattle 


could be landed in Port Arthur within thirty 


days or six weeks, depending on shipping 
facilities from the Pacific coast. Since the 
reply was forwarded to the Russian gov- 
ernment it has, according to C. M. Favorite 
of Armour & Co., been negotiating for 
freighters on the Pacific coast capable of 
transporting the cattle. Armour & Co. re- 
fused to attempt the task of chartering or 
buying vessels to transport the shipment, 
which would amount to approximately 8,000 
head of cattle. 

The plan is one of the most colossal under- 
takings in history. It requires the ship- 
ment of a mammoth consignment of live 
cattle over a distance of nearly 10,000 miles. 
There is no difficulty in obtaining such a 
vast herd for instant shipment from among 
the resources of the Chicago Stock-Yards, 
supplemented by the countless droves of the 
great cattle ranges of the Western country. 
But, as stated, trouble is expected, and-felt 
to be nearly insurmountable, in obtaining 
a flotilla of cattleships for the long voyage 
to the Oriental seas. 


DEATH OF NICHOLAS COONES. 


Old Time Chicago Lawyer Succumbs to 
Old Age at His Residence, 126 
Warren Avenue. 


Nicholas Coones, an old-time Chicago law- 
yer, died at his home, 126 Warren avenue, 
yesterday, aged 8. Mr. Coone’s death was 
not unexpected.

CROWD CHEERS NAVAL CONFLICT 
OFF LINCOLN PARK. 


United States Revenue Boats Fessen- 
den and Morrill Have Lively En- 
gagement, Retiring. with Honors 
Evenly Divided — Burn Immense 
Quantities of Black Powder to the 
Edification of Many Thousand Spec- 
tators—Conflict Preceded by Parade. 


Thirty thousand people stood along the 
lake shore in Lincoln Park yesterday after- 
noon and witnessed a terrific combat be- 
tween the United States revenue cutters 
Fessenden and Morrill. The Captains of 
each boat kindly forbade double-shotting 
their guns, or firing anything worse than 
blank cartridges, so that the execution was 
not great, and neither craft was so badly 
damaged that it could not steam proudly 
or to the anchorage off the Lake Front 


- The Morrill and the Fessenden 

off the park about 4 o’clock. They were 
dressed with colors from bow to stern, and 
the Morrill towed a half dozen cutters and 


gigs, manned by niembers of the Naval Re- 


serves. 
Just why there were not more boats in 
the procession seems a mystery. Owners of 
racing sloops and schooners declined to have 
their boats towed, and it was broadly hinted 


at yachting clubhousés that the invitations 


to join in the parade had not been handed 
around to the yacht owners in such a man- 
ner that they might know what was ex- 
pected of them. | | 


Boats Maneuver for Place. 

The revenue boats paraded due north past 
the park, and when opposite its northern 
extremity came about and indulged in ma- 
neuvers to get position for the sham sea 
fight. The Fessenden suddenly swung to 
larboard and steamed across the Morrill's 
bows. When the Fessenden had the Morrill 
squarely abeam it opened with a shot from 
the three-inch bow gun. The Morrill imme- 
diately replied, and, swinging so as to bring 
the Fessenden on its beam, poured in a rat- 


tling fire at short range from ite six-pounder [| 


and all its rapid-fire guns. The boats used 
blaek powder and both were soon wrapped 
in smoke. The Fessenden drifted off to the 
southeast until the smoke had lifted from 
each ship, and then opened again, and for 
ten minutes the crowd along the shore was 
treated to a lively lot of explosive fireworks. 

The spectators along the water’s edge in 
the park enjoyed the spectacle immensely, 
although one beautiful young woman was 
heard complaining bitterly because the 
Morrill didn’t “sink that old side~wheeled 
Fessenden.” After the fight was congluded 
the Morrill picked up its tow of cutters and 
gigs and the ships returned to their an- 
chorage. 

The shore line of the park was black with 
people when looked at from the lake during 
the exhibition. The crowd stood eight and 
ten deep up towards the north end of the 
park. while the spectators were ranged in 
rows of four or five almost the entire length 
of the drive down to North avenue. High 
bridge was jammed with spectators, and on 
every hillside and knoll in the park com- 
manding a good view of the lake there were 
all the peop'e who could possibly squeeze 
into the space.

year had been spending money lavishly. He 
was a racetrack follower, and was well 
known among the Chicago sporting frater- 
nity. He-is said to have taken $25,000 of 
the firm’s money before the failure. 


Wills His Property to Lillian Hayes. 

About one year ago Esson went to Hot 
Springs, taking with him Miss Lillian Hayes, 
who had formerly lived at the Ranier, Thir- 
ty-third street and Cottage Grove avenue, 
This and other expenditures of the firm’s 
money led to the failure of the firm soon 
afterwards. Esson left a will in which all 
his property was bequeathed to Miss Hayes, 
including one claim against the City of 
Chicago for $3,500. He carried a policy in 
the New York Life Insurance company for 
$10,000, which was assigned to her, as were 
several other smaller policies. The total 
amount of money willed to her is estimated 
at over $50,000. 

Miss Hayes is well remembered by the 
guests of the Hotel Ranier. She left there 
on May 1 and told her friends she was 

ing to New York. John Esson was a. 

uent caller on Miss Hayes during her 
stay at the hotel and was readily recalled 
to memory by the employés. Miss Hayes is 
about 25 years old and is a woman of strik- 


ing appearance. .She apparently made no 


intimate friends during her six months’ so- 
journ at the hotel. 

W. E. Esson, a cousin and former part- 
ner of the suicide, had seen John Esson 
only a few times since the failure of the 
firm and did not know he was in New York 


City. 

He declined to discuss the business affairs 
of his cousin or theformer firm. ‘“ The facts 
as stated cannot be controverted,”’ said Mr. 
Esson. “I do not like to discuss them, but 
it would be of no useto deny them. Iam not 
acquainted with Miss Hayes, the beneficiary 
of my cousin’swill. I had seen her but twice 
and did not speak to her on either occasion. 
I am surprised my cousin left so much prop- 


erty. It was his to dispose of as he deemed 


fit, and there will be no effort to contest it 
on the part of the relatives.”’ 

Mr. Esson expects to receive more definite 
information as to the disposal of the body 
of his cousin today. 


Trip to Recover Money. 


The fatal shooting of Stridiron by Esson 


is in part the culmination of a trip under 
taken by the victim to recover money bor- 
rowed by Esson during the days of Strid- 


iron’s prosperity. During the Washington 
Park meeting of the World's Fair year } 


Esson became acquainted with Stridiron, 
who was a large winner on the races. Near 


the close of the meeting Heson borrowed 
$800 of him, which was never repaid. Dur- 
ing the varying fortunes of Stridiron, who 


was a follower of sporting events and a 


heavy bettor, he had often mentioned the 


transaction to his friends. 
When fortune was at its lowest ebb last 


month he was informed Esson was in New 


York City and had a large amount of money. 
Two days before the Fitzsimmons and Ruh- 


in prize-fight Stridiron left the city, osten- 
sibly to see that event. A few days later he 


wrote a letter to an acquaintance in this 
city stating that his mail could be addressed 
to ‘ Kid” McCoy’s saloon, in whicha friend, 
Samuel Coldwater, conducted a cigar stand. 
He said he was practically penniless, but 
that he hoped soon to secure some money 
due him. A telegram from Goldwater to a 
mutual friend Yesterday said Esson had 
lied ** Strid.” 
"Friese of Stridiron in this city believe 
that Stridiron was shot as @ result of a 
quarrel with Esson over the payment of 
the money. Stridiron had a violent temper, 
and it is believed the shooting followed hi 
recriminations or threats. 
The wounded man is the son of John E. 
Stridiron, for Many years private secretary 
to Wilbur F. Storey, editor of the Chicago 
Times. His son received an excellent edu- 
cation, and was for several years employed 
in the First National Bank as clerk and 
teller. Too much interest in politics re- 
suited in the loss of his position. He be- 
came a well known figure in politics in the 
Twelfth Ward, and during the administra- 
tion of Samuel B. Chase as Recorder of 
Deeds was for several years chief comparer 
of records tn that office. Later he becamea 
clerk and general salesman for the Superior 
Lumber company, 12 Fullerton avenue, 
Since July 1 he has not been employed.

Carmen Sylva’ has allowed her passion 
tor music and for poetry to lead her to fo 
acquaintances and to environ herself with 
people whose association was destined to 
impair her prestige both at home and abroad. 
Unfortunatély the picturé in question hes 
got into one of the German fllustrated 


pers, and the services of the Berlin gove 
ment have been invoked in order to sec 
the destruction and confiscation of the issue 
of the journal in question, and of the ee 
itself wherever found. 

This photograph of the Qteen of Ro 
nia is only one of a large number of photo- 
graphs which have been “ called in ? and 
forbidden by order of government. at the 
instance of this or of that crowned head. 
Indeed, quite a large album could be formed 
of thus prohibited portraits. 

Among them would be the group picture of 
the Russian Grand Duchess Helen of Rus- 
sia and of her one time fiancé, Prince Max 
of Baden, whom she jilted within three 
weeks of the date appointed for their mar- 
riage, and who has since become the hus- 
band of Princess of Cumberland and 
of Brunswick. Both the grand ducal house 
of Baden and the impertal family of Russia 
‘have devoted much money and trouble to 
the “calling In” of these photographs,

Another picture which has been strictly 
forbidden by the Russian government, and 


the cireulation of which has been a source 


of intense annoyance to the Czar, has — 
one which shows him standing beside 
peror William with the latter's arm. thrown 
afféctionately around hig shouldér in the 
most fraternal fashion. is picture formed 
Part of a group portrait taken at Darm- 
stadt just after the return of the Czar and 
Czerina from Paris. When the group had 
been posed, and just before the pg was 
‘snapped off, the Kaiser placed 

around the shoulder of Nicholas in such a 
| kindly manner that the latter did not have 
| the heart to shake himself free. In fact, he 
did not attach much importance to the fnut- 
ter at the time, and it was not until he dis- 
covered that the photographer had struck 
off thousands of pictures from the negative, 
in whieh the remainder of the group did 
not appear, and only the two Emperors were 
shown, he (the Czar) with the Kaiser's arm 
around his neck, that he realized the pbliti- 
cal significance of the picture and the inter- 
pretation liable to be put upon it, coming 
so soon after the magnificent hospitality 
with which the Csarina and himself had been 
entertained at Paris. The calling in of this 
picture was rendered the more awkward 
by reason of the affront to the 
which it involved | 


Infinitely more objectionable was the 
traordinary photograph published in French, 
English, and certain American papers, and 
widely circulated and sold, purporting to 
show the Atstrian Emperor, with his daugh- 
ters and his grandchildren, seated at lunch- 
eon, the head of the table being taken, not 
by the murdered Empress, but by the pop- 
ular Viennese actress, Katie Schradt, whose 
name has been much associated with that of 
the Empéror. Ofcourse the picture had 7 

made up by the transposition of heads. The 
head of the actress had been pons b 
skillful but dishonest photographer upon the 
body of the Bmpress, and had been done so 
cleverly as to leave no trace of the traud 
thus perpetrated. Naturally it gave mich 
pain and annoyance to the Bmperor and to 
his daughters, all the more as to those who 
did not realize that the transposition of 
heads that had taken place the picture im- 
plied an incredibly heartless and shamel 
affront to the memory of the murdered 
press Elizabeth. - 

Another picture of which it te aimeult 
t© procure a copy is the portrait taken of 
thé late King Louls of Bavaria and of his 
cousin Sophie during the early days of their 
engagement. When the King was led by the 
disgraceful conspiracy of one of the tadies 
of the court to jilt his fair cousin in so sen- 
sational a manner, he not only smashed 
with his own hand the exquisite marble bust 
which he had caused to be made of her by 
the leading sculptor of the day, but like- 
wise moved heaven and earth to secure/all 
of the photographs of her and himself taken 
together as an afflanced couple, 


Equally hily prized by the collectors of 
these “ called in” portraits of royalty is the 
one showing the Crown Prince Ferdinand 
of Roumania tenderly clasping the Nand of 
Helene Vacarescu, the maid od koeiod to his 
aunt, the Queen of Roumania, and whom 
hé was about to Narry when the éngagement 
was broken off by the King and the Rounu- 
manian government, which exiled the 
woman, threatened Ferdinand with the for- 
feituré of his succession to the throne, and 
sent Queen Elizabeth, who had encour 
the attachment between her maid of ho 
and the Crown Prince, to Germany, w nd 
she spent a couple of years undef thé:

CIRCUIT RACERS AT PROVIDENCE. 


Long Drawn Out Pacing Race—Bonnie 
Direct’s Fast Half.

Providence, R. I., Aug. 27.—[Special.]—A long- 
drawn out pacing race for horses of the 2:11 class 
was the feature of the opening day at Narragan-

Neith- 
er, however, could swerve the other, so the 
result of their meeting amounted to nothing. 
When Fitz and Brady bumped into each 
other at the appointed place of meeting 
Pitz immediately called Brady to account 
by saying: 


“I'm ready to fight Jeffries next Friday 


night, and as you promised to give the win- 
‘ner of last Friday night's fight a chance to 
win the championship from Jeffries I as the 
winner of that fight am ready for business.” 


Brady said in reply that Jeffries was in no 


condition, and that he would,not think of 
permitting him to fight unless he was. 


Fitz Announces Decision. 
won't fight him at all, then,’’ said Fitz, 


“and, moreover, I am out of the ring for good. 
However, Billy, we won't*quarrel about this 
matter.

DULUTH ORATOR BEGINS HIS 
SPEECH-MAKING CAMPAIGN.

He Replies to the Address of New 


vention—Characterizes the Repub- 
lican Vice Presidential Candidate as 


Incorrigibly Eccentric—Insists the 
Government - Cannot with Honor

Duluth, Minn., Aug. 27.—Charles A. Towne 
opened the campaign here tonight with an 


Governor Roosevelt delivered at St. Paul on 
the occasion of the national convention of 
the League of Republican Clubs, and ar- 
raigned the administration policy in the 
Philippines. 

Mr. Towne declared Governor Roosevelt's 
speech was enormously disappointing. 
** Neither in matter nor in manner,” he said, 
“ig it worthy of its occasion. In respect to 
argument, the speech is, with rare excep- 
tions, an alternation of evasion and asser- 
tion. In spirit it is a compound of scold and 
scullion. As to its facts, it abounds in in- 
accuracies which, if accidental, are inex- 
plicable as coming from a man who has per- 
formed creditably in history and biography. 
| * But the world is accustomed to incon- 
sistencies from Mr. Roosevelt. It has long 
looked ‘upon him as a predestined and in- 
corrigible eccentric. It has given up at- 
tempting to explain him or to reconcile him 
with himself. It is quite impossible, whether 
it would be worth while or not, to make an 
entirely satisfactory diagnosis of a civil 
service reformer in partnership with Thomas 
C. Platt; a citizen soldier who ridicules the 
volunteér; a leader in battle who finds glory- 
in being rescued from an ambush; a hero 
who boasts of shooting a fleeing foe in the 
back; a candidate who plays and poses to 
delegates and galleries to obtain a nomina- 
tion that he does not want; a gentleman who 
charges six and one-half millions of his 
fellow-countrymen * with lawlessness, dis- 
honesty, and cowardice; a statesman who, 
mounted on a hobby, rides roughly at grave 
questions in economics and politics, swing- 
ing his partisan lariat and yelling like an 
4ntellectual Comanche.” 

Mr. Towne then argued at considerable
